Q. Are scrolls useable by wizards only? A. YES. 
Q. Can AGE be cast on yourself? A. YES. 

Q. If Children of the Night have taken one piece into the underworld, 
will they also attack another piece which later enters that space? 

A. If you're reading this. Lew, "HELP!". I would say YES, but I 
leave the door open here . 
Q. If you have a unit of Barbarians (e.g.) under your control, must 
It occupy a different space from human armies and fleets? 

A« YES. Two UNITS (not pieces) may never occupy the same space. 
Q . Can you try to support monsters in an unexplored space? 

A. I suggest NO, but I'm open to a designer's opinion.,, 
Q. If CHA is cast in Spring, does it still have effect in Fall? 

A. YES. The land (not sea) effects of VC also work this way. 
Finally, all spells are adjudicated before ANY movement. Spells ONLY 
have effect in this pre-move phase, unless the specific spell description 
states otherwise.
